AHS parents want 
effort for teachers,

The schools’ recent laptop 
proposal has some active 
Andover High School parents 
feeling steamed. They say that, 
considering the classroom- 
teacher cuts the high school must 
handle next year, the fifth-grade 
laptop program is receiving too 
much of the school system’s 
time and attention.

For parents Patrice Minton, 
Ellen Travers and Diane Hender, 
the focus on the laptop experi- 
ment is misplaced. The three 
women, all Andover High 
School PAC members, say the 
high school has been short- 
changed by next year’s budget 
cuts.

New statute lets camps

A new State statute is 
making it easier for 
Andover’s 14 camps to 
learn about the back- 
grounds of its potential 
employees. This should 
help ensure that homesick- 
ness is the worst thing a 
child confronts at summer 
camp, say some of those 
who oversee such opera- 
tions. 

“There’s more oversight. 
There’s more protection,” 


says Joanne Martel, 
Andover’s assistant health 
director and public health 
nurse. “You've got to be 
holding on to the real bot- 
tom line, which is the safety 
of the children.” 

Last November the state 
legislature passed the 
statute, giving camp direc- 
tors greater ability to check 
the pasts of their employ- 
ees. The statute, which 
went into effect in Febru- 
ary, allows camps to look at

the juvenile records, arrests 
and pending charges of 
those applying for jobs at 
camps for kids. In the past, 
camps could only learn 
about people’s convictions 
when doing background 
checks on existing or poten- 
tial employees.

Suntanning warnings 


Man hopes glow of Dermascan can 
turn away kids from glow of sun

Officially, it is called a Der- 
mascan, but Steve Fine has 
dubbed it his “Oh My God 
Machine.” As Andover High 
School students line up to try it 
out, it doesn’t take long to see 
why. 

“Oh, my God!” shouts the 
first student. Fine expects this. It 
happens not only every time a 
group of kids uses his machine, 
it happens many times. 

Fine’s Dermascan is a 
portable sun-damage detector 
and shows unsuspecting partici- 
pants what sun damage lies just 
below their upper layer of skin. 
Damage shows up as dark 
brown freckles. 

“Oh, My God!” says another 
student, seeing her “freckles.” 
These outcries will continue 
until every student has finished. 

To use the machine, students 
stick their heads under the cur- 
tain and their faces are illumi- 
nated with a weak ultra-violet 
light. It resembles a black light, 
which many of the students have 
probably seen before. But many 
of them are horrified by the 
spots on their faces that they had 
no idea would be there. 

Despite Fine’s sense of 
humor about students’ reaction

to his machine, melanoma and 
sun damage are serious subjects 
for him. Fine lost his 26-year- 
old son to melanoma five years 
ago. 

Fine started the Melanoma 
Education Foundation to help 
spread the word about the harm- 
ful affects of the sun and to help 
potential cancer victims see the 
signs before it’s too late. 

Melanoma is the most com- 
mon cancer for people between 
the ages of 25 and 29. It is the 


leading cancer killer of women 
ages 30 to 35 — ahead of breast 
cancel Andover had 29 
melanoma cases between 1995 
and 1999 — 17 percent higher 

than the state average 
Students, mostly juniors in 
health teacher Betsey Desfosse’s 
health class last week, already 
have the signs of sun damage.

High Street: Where 
snow lasts until July

It rises like a dark mountain 
from the corner of Burnham 
and Dufton roads. But the 
black mound is actually a pile 
of winter snow that is persist- 
ing into the first week of sum- 
mer. 

Located off High Street, the 
town’s snow lot is where 
Andover dumps winter snow 
from the downtown area. Dur- 
ing the plowing process, sand 
and dirt get mixed in and they 
eventually cover the pile as it 
melts, creating the dark outer 


coloring. But beneath the sooty 
exterior there is still snow. 

At its peak height this year, 
the pile was easily 100 feet tall, 
said Department of Public 
Works Director Jack Petkus. 
Trucks dump the snow and 
then bulldozers push it high, 
sending it cascading over the 
back end of the lot down the 
hill. 

“There'll be snow there 
until July. That’s when it usual- 
ly melts out,” said Petkus. 

The area isn’t a place to

Health, Criminal Offender 
Record Information (CORI) and 
Sexual Offender Registry Infor- 
mation (SORI) checks are done 
every year on any camp employ- 
ee who does not work year 
round. The cost of each CORI 
check is $10, while SORI checks 
are free. Camps also pay $125 
for a camp license. 

The difference this season is 
camp directors can conduct 
more extensive background 
checks on employees “to get as 
much information as you can,” 
Wensley says. 

Wensley says in previous 
years camp directors had no way 
of confirming whether employ- 


ees under the age of 18 had clean 
records or had ever faced crimi- 
nal charges. 

“A lot of staff at the camps 
are 17 or less,” he says. 

Releasing the information is 
not to dictate or regulate who is 
employed at camps, but rather to 
help camps make well-informed 
hiring decisions, Wensley says. 

“The determination of who to 
hire and who not to hire is left 
up to the director of the camp,” 
says Wensley. 

He says camp directors need 
to also rely on references, past 
work history and adequate 
supervision of staff to create and 
maintain a safe atmosphere. 

“The bottom line is you have 
to do what’s best for the kids,” 
says Jim Loscutoff, director at 
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Camp Evergreen, a day camp in 
Andover. 

Camp Evergreen opened 
Monday with about 230 kids 
ready to swim, play games and 
run around in the sun. The camp 
has been in Andover for 39 years 
and entered the season with 
about 60 employees, none of 
whom were new hires. Even 
though he did not have any new 
workers, Loscutoff says CORI 
and SORI checks were done on 
each employee. Loscutoff adds 
there were no surprises when the 
results Came back and he is con- 
fident in his staff. 

‘When I do hire new people I 
tell them it’s pending the back- 
ground check,” he says. “If it 
looked like it was a potential 
safety hazard, I wouldn’t hire 
them.” 


Camp licenses 

Martel, Andover’s public 
health nurse, explains parents 
can’t ask to see CORI or SORI 
checks, but they should be ask- 
ing Questions about their chil- 
dren’s camp to verify it is 
licensed. 

Inspections are done of each 
camp at least once a year, at 
which time the health depart- 
ment makes sure the camp has 
conducted CORI and SORI 
checks on employees. The health 
department does not review each 
check, nor have any input on 
who gets hired or who is 
employed at the camps. 

“We are going to enforce the 
regulations. We are not going to 
run the camp,” says Martel. 

Andover has 14 official 
camps, but Martel says she 
expects there are other organiza- 
tions in town operating without 
the proper camp license. Martel 
says her office is currently seek- 
ing any Summer camps that may 
have slipped through the cracks 
and are operating without a 
license. 

“If you use the word camp, 
you re a camp,” she says. “If you 
meet the regulations of a camp, 
you re a camp.”

Teens who visit tanning beds 
are at a greater risk. Tanning 
beds expose the skin to 10 to 15 
times higher dosage of UVA — 
the ray that causes long term 
damage — than just lying out, 
according to Spencer. 

Andover dermatologist 
Michael Terlizzi says that the 
long term affects of tanning 
beds is still not known for cer- 
tain. He said it was important for 
kids to protect themselves 
against sun damage. “It all starts 
in youth and it’s tough to get 
kids to understand that,” he said. 

Andover High School stu- 
dents are not surveyed on tan- 
ning or sunscreen use.

Fine encouraged sunless tans 
with lotions or spray-on mists.

Anyone who frequents down- 
town Andover has seen a pedes- 
trian make a run for the other 
side of the street immediately 
before a traffic light turns green, 
or bikers not take the time to 
Stop at an intersection, or a gag- 
gle of joggers hog half the street.

Tam strongly opposed to the 
plan that would require every 
fifth-grade student to own a 
laptop computer. Where is the 
data that proves this is the best 
use of our limited education 
dollars? Who is asking for this 
besides the technology direc- 
tor? First we need to evaluate 
the students who were in the 
laptop pilot program for two 
years when they reunite with 
their traditionally educated 
peers next year in grade six. If 
there are no significant bene- 
fits, why would the program 
continue? Can we try an exper- 
iment instead that reinstates 
$500,000 of salaried teaching 
positions? 

Before any parent or teacher 
makes a decision on this, they 
should be required to read Fail- 
ure to Connect by Jane M 
Healy. The author reaches the 
conclusion that there is no evi- 
dence that having young chil- 
dren use computers speeds 
their development. There is 
evidence it delays their devel- 
Opment in many ways. In pro- 
grams that did have some suc- 
cess, she attributed the 
improvement to better teaching 
methods. The computers were 
not a critical ingredient. For a 
quicker read, High Tech 
Heretic by Clifford Stoll chal- 
lenges many popular notions 
about computers and technolo- 
gy and how they supposedly 
improve education. Whether 
people agree with his ideas or 
not, it will definitely make 
them reconsider whether they 
want their child sitting in front 
of a computer screen all day. 

How can we suggest giving 
third-graders word processors? 
Third grade is when they start 
to learn cursive handwriting. 
We should not be teaching 
them to be ashamed of their 
own handwriting because their 
creative writing looks better if 
it’s printed with a nice font and 
pretty colors. 


The teacher, textbooks and 
materials must be provided at 
no cost to the students. If our 
superintendent has found a 
way around this ruling, that’s 
great news for the parents who 
would like to pay for in-school 
instrumental music lessons. 

If it is possible to fund the 
laptop program entirely 
through grants and donations, 
wouldn’t the time and effort of 
our new grant committee be 
better spent funding more 
classroom teachers and restor- 
ing some of the programs that 
have been cut in the last two 
years?

they are taught. 

“With parents, it’s monkey 
see, monkey do,” he says. 

“It’s such a simple concept,” 
says Cronin; yet “we get to a 
certain age and we don’t do it.” 

Cronin says the $1 fine for 
jaywalking in not enforced in 
town, but crosswalks are there 
for a reason and should be used. 


*He says the law states people are 


required to cross the street at 
crosswalks unless there is not 
one within 300 feet, the length 
of a football field. 

“My biggest thing is, I don’t 
want to see anyone get hurt,” he 
says. “Cars can’t stop on the 
dime.” 

According to Cronin, there 
have been four accidents involv- 
ing pedestrians in the past two 
years. “We don’t have many 
pedestrian accidents,” he says, 


but four is more than enough 
He says one of the incidents was 
fatal, two were life-threatening 
and the other resulted in a seri- 
ous injury. 

It’s not just people crossing 
the street dangerously that has 
Cronin worried. Joggers and 
bikers need to evaluate their 
recreational habits from a safety 
perspective, too, he says. 

As a runner himself, he says 
he understands where people are 
coming from when they want to 
talk while getting in some exer- 
cise, but running side by side 
down a street is not the way to 
do it. He says people can still 
talk while jogging behind one 
another, in a staggered pattern. 
Reflective gear and bright 
clothes are a must at night, and 
joggers should always run in the 
opposite direction of traffic. 

As simple as all this sounds, 
Cronin says he continues to see 
people jeopardizing their safety 


while they are just trying to get 
some fresh air. 

“You're going to see them 
before they see you,” he says as 
a warning to pedestrians. “You 
have to be aware at all times.” 

Bikers are supposed to follow 
the direction of traffic, but this 
also makes them subject to the 
rules of motorists. Cronin says 
that means they must stop for 
stop signs and red lights. 

“Bikes are supposed to have 
lights at night,” he says. For 
children 12 and younger, the law 
requires helmets be worn, and 
Cronin adds helmets are a good 
idea for everyone. 

Cronin says people should 
enjoy the season, but keep in 
mind safety is a two-way street. 

“For the most part, anyone 
who is a pedestrian is a driver at 
one point,” says Cronin. “You 
may have the right of way, but 
you don’t want that on your 
tombstone.”

he big, old ash tree stood for 100 
years next to West Parish Church. By 
the time it was cut down in 2001 to 
accommodate the growing space needs of 
parishioners, it measured four feet in diame-

This week, West Parish got that tree back 
if in a different form. Industrial arts 
teacher John Fawcett and his students at 
West Middle School made a table from the 
wood of the old ash. From church tree to

“It's beautiful,” said Christine Hartwell, 
church moderator and member of its recent 
building committee, of the table. “I’m so 
impressed with the style.”

“It 
must have been meant to be. It was totally 
unplanned,” she said. 

It all started on a summer day in 2001 
Fawcett was driving by West Parish and saw 
the tree coming down to make way for a 
construction project. That completed project 
provided a link between West Parish’s meet- 
ing house and its old vestry building last 
August. Fawcett saw the tree’s potential 


right away and pulled over to ask about the 
wood. 

Fawcett knew the company taking down 
the tree.

New book’s midnight launch adds to the fun

OU CAN COUNT ANDOVER READERS 
among those who are wild about 
Harry. More than 200 of them 
turned out and stood in a long 
line last Friday night to get the latest Harry 
Potter book at Andover Bookstore on Main 
Street 

Harry Potter and the Order of the 
Phoenix went on sale at midnight. That’s 
When the line, which overflowed into the 
Olde Andover Village parking lot, started to 
move into the store as its doors opened for 
its Potter pick-up party. 

Che store took 436 prepaid orders at 
$29.99 each, according to children’s book 
manager Robin Sung. The book’s release 
was embargoed until midnight, prompting 
Andover Bookstore and many other book- 
stores to host special Potter events at that 
time. Several local readers picked up the 
book at the event, while others waited until 
the sun came up Saturday morning. 

Another 64 copies of the book also have 
sold. As of Monday afternoon this week, the 
Store's 500 copies were sold out. 

\ndover Bookstore’s sales were a small 
part of the 5 million copies that were sold 
on Saturday. The Associated Press reported 
that Barnes and Noble and its online unit 
sold 896,000 new Potter books on the first 
day. 

The book pick-up scene was reminiscent 
of Andover Youth Services summer regis- 
tration nights of the past, where middle- 
schoolers would camp out to secure their 
first-in-line position to get into their favorite 
program. It was indeed a local middle- 
schooler — 13-year-old Rachel O'Hara of 
Central Street — at the head of the line. A 
huge Potter fan, she arrived six hours before 
the event with a lounge chair.

Schools are offering long- 
time teachers $45,000 to 
leave their jobs, making room 
for lower-paid teachers who 
would otherwise be laid off 
because of budget cuts. 

The teachers union has 
agreed to the offer, which will 
happen if at least six teachers 
take the incentive to retire or 
quit, said School Committee 
member Anthony H. James, 
who helped negotiate the 
agreement. 

Teachers who earn at least 
$70,000 are eligible for the 
incentive. They would receive 
$9,000 a year for five years, 
totaling the $45,000 incen- 
tive, in addition to any retire- 
ment pay or other benefits. 

If six teachers leave, the 
district can hire back eight 
teachers who have been laid 
off, James said. The plan will 
pay for itself because the 
staffers to be rehired are 
newer to the district and have 
lower salaries, leaving 
enough money to pay for the 
incentives, he said. 

“We know we’re in danger 
of losing a talented group of 
teachers, and we'd like to do 
whatever we can to save 
them,” James said of those 
being laid off because of the 
tight budget. “We believe this 
would be very good for 
morale throughout the sys- 


mt 


tem, and we believe it makes 
a lot of sense.” 

Schools are cutting the 
equivalent of 53 positions, in 
part through teacher layoffs. 
At least 20 teachers are set to 
lose their jobs, former School 
Committee member Gerald 
Gustus estimated. Others will 
have their hours reduced or 
receive new assignments 
Among the hardest-hit areas 
are elementary gym and 
health programs. 

The middle schools will 
lose health, music and art 
teachers. The high school is 
cutting advanced art, lan- 
guage and applied technology 
classes, and may eliminate 
parts of its physical education 
program. 

The $45,000 incentive 
comes after the union rejected 
proposals that teachers take 
unpaid time off to save jobs, 
Members of the Andover 
Education Association — the 
union representing teachers 
and some other school work- 
ers — met yesterday afternoon 
and voted in favor of the 
incentive plan. 

Union President Thomas 
E. Meyers said he thinks at 
least six teachers who had not 
planned to leave their jobs are 
now considering retiring 

“A lot of people were 
interested and talking about 
whether it would work for 


them,” he said last night. 

He said about 100 of 
Andover’s 487 teachers are 
eligible for the incentive. 

“Everyone I spoke to said 
they wanted to do the num- 
bers up and talk to their fami- 
lies,” he said. “Retiring is a 
tremendous change after 
you've been working in a 
place for 25 or 30 years.” 

In February, Meyers 
rejected a proposal by Super- 
intendent Claudia L. Bach 
that all school employees take 
a two-day unpaid furlough to 
save $360,000 and possibly 
some jobs. She made the plan 
contingent on the approval of 
a wider furlough for all town 
employees 

Meyers said teachers 
would not “subsidize” educa- 
tion in Andover and did not 
bring the proposal up for a 
vote by the union. Town 
Manager Buzz Stapczynski 
and other officials also dis- 
missed the idea of a furlough 
for all town workers, saying it 
was an “unsustainable” one- 
time fix for budget problems. 

James said he does not 
know who might take advan- 
tage of the incentive plan, 
which will accept applica- 
tions until July 11 

Participation is voluntary, 
but if fewer than six teachers 
want to participate, the pro- 
gram will be canceled

Typical summer-job businesses say they have more applications than needed

Sean Cummings, 17, began his summer- 
job search in April, but because of fierce 
competition for summer jobs between 
teenagers, he did not find one until June 11. 

I applied all around,” says Cummings. 
“[ didn’t even get called back.” 

He says his story is a typical one for high 
schoolers hoping to make some money or 
gain some job experience while school is 
oul. 

“It’s pretty frustrating, especially when 
you apply to a bunch of places,” he says. 

Cummings, who just completed his 
junior year, is happy to be an employee at 
the Gulf station at the corner of Main and 
Chestnut streets. He says he has had sum- 
mer jobs since he was in seventh grade, but 
finding a job this year wasn’t as easy for 
him as it has been in the past. 

“It was harder than all the other sum- 
mers,” he says. 

Like many adults in a tough market, 
Cummings ultimately landed his job 
through networking among his peers. Even- 
tually a friend who knew he needed a job 
referred him to the Gulf station. 

“Most of my friends knew I was looking 
for a job,” he says. “Friends is the best way.” 

Cummings says knowing a handful of 
friends still looking for jobs puts into per- 
spective how lucky he is to have found one. 

“I get good hours and it’s good money,” 
he says, adding, without it, “I would proba- 
bly be doing the wildest side jobs I could to 
make any money.”
